In our heading we refer to the manu­ 
facturers of our State and the press of 
California and .their relations to each 
other. 
The press has made California 
what itsjs. 
The press is a necessity of 
our civilization. It has grown with 
our growth, and its power is mighty 
and all prevailing. 
Without it we 
would go bacK in civilization and con­ 
ditions to the middle of the last cen­ 
tury. It ha8 
;hitherto as a whole given 
a cordial support to the cause repre­ 
s e n t e d ^ the Manufacturers' and Pro­ 
ducers' Association of California. It 
has backed up the efforts of the men 


_ who have been working unselfishly in 
this movement 


But the press expects to be remem 
tfered. 
I f represents itself a great and 
growing California industry. 
It em 
ploys in proportion to the value of 
production more men and at better 
wages than any industry of California 
'—On an average it boasts the highest 
paid labor. 
Millions on millions of 
capita) and years of oft unrequited toil 
are represented in it as it is. It is a 
.. cardinal principle of the Manufacturers' 
and Producers' Association of Cali­ 
fornia to support home industry. The 
press is one. of the greatest of our in­ 
dustries, and it is supported principally 
by advertising. 
Advertising is the life 
blood of. the newspaper. 
And as a 
rule the press takes care of the inter­ 
ests of its advertisers, and this is per­ 
fectly natural. 
The Manufacturers' 
and' Producers' Association has reached 
a point where it has almost a thousand 
members, who represent forty millions 
of capital. It wants to have four thou­ 
sand members and one hundred and 
fifty millions of capital represented. 


Its further progress must depend in 
a great measure On the press. It has 
had 
hitherto a thoroughly, 
warm 
hearted support. 
But that must be 
more general. 
It must reach every 
part of the State—of the coast. T o 
keep that support the manufacturers 
must patronize the press; must help it 
with their 
advertisements. 
News­ 
paper establishments are conducted on 
the same 
principle on which other 
establishments are carried on. 


Now what are the facts in regard to 
• advertising ? 
Outside of the small 
want ads and a few large retail adver­ 
tisements in every city the press is gen­ 
erally supported by Eastetn or foreign 
advertisers. 
Their cards are found on 
every page. 
Four-fifths of the adver­ 
tising in all the interior papers of the 
State is Eastern. 
Were that withdrawn 
most of them must cease publication. 
So must many city papers too. 
These 
advertisers are growing jealous of the 
support given to the manufacturers' 
movement. 
And the first warnings 
have been sent forth. 
A publisher not 
a hundred miles from San Francisco 
has in his possession a letter from a 
world-famed advertiser threatening that 


if said publisher did not change his 
tactics that the advertiser's 
patronage 
would be withdrawn. 
This means the 
loss of the poor newspaperman's bread 
and butter, and that of all the people 
employed by him. 


This is a matter where the rank and 
file of the manufactprers look to the 
directors of the Manufacturers' and 
Producers' Association for counsel and 
advice. 
We suggest to the directors 
that they recommend those whom they 
represent to patronize the press liber­ 
ally. 
We here speak on behalf of our 
brethern throughout 
the State and 
coast. 
The directors on whom falls 
the brunt of the battle need help ay the 
Eastern people are waking up to the 
fact that one of their best markets is at 
stake, and will make a desperate fight 
Eet the occasion be met by prompt 
addon od the part of the directors.— 
S. F. Journal of Commerce. 
We concur in the above. 
Take the 


numerous business 
houses in San 
Francisco and how many ot them, ad­ 
vertise in a paper outside of-San Fran­ 
cisco, and how few o f theni advertise 
in the San Francisco papers. 
They 
have at last awakened tp the fact that 
San Francisco is not getting the busi­ 
ness that it should and they ask the 
country press to come to their rescue 
and assist them and the country press 
has doue so. 
Now the eastern adver 
tiser who supports the country paper 
says, "we will withdraw our advertising 


if you don't change your tactics." What 
is the Merchant's Protective Associa­ 
tion going to do for the country press 
which is now helping it out ?

J the' paper and found his own 
verses in "The Poets' Corner. '* He was 
aiding his father to mend a atoneiwall 
by the~road8ide as the postman pasa 
on horseback and tossed the pa>ar to 
the young man. " His heart stood Btfll a 
moment when he saw hiH own verses, 
says a biographer. "Such delight as his 
comes only once in the life time; of any, 


s aspirant to literary fame. His father at 
last called to him to put np the paper 
and keep at work." 


The editor of The Free Press was only, 
three years older than the poet, although 
far more mature. He did more for. the 
young man than merely print these boy­ 
ish verses, for he went to Whittier's 
father and urged the need of giving the 
youth a little better education. To do. 
this was not possible then, but two 
years later, when Whittier was- 19, an 
academy started at Haverhill, and here 
he attended, even writing a few stanzas 
to be sung at the opening exercises. Be 
studied at Haverhill for two terms, and 
by -mniriiyg slippers, by keeping books 
and by teaching school he earned the 
little money needed to pay his way. At 
Haverhill he was able to read the works 
of mapy authors hitherto unknown to 
him, and he also wrote for the Ion*] pa­ 
pers much prose and verse.—Professor 
Brander Matthews in St Nicholas.

A leading politician or­ 
dered 100 Memorial day addresses! from 
which he could compile a Fourth of Ju­ 
ly oration which be had engaged to de­ 
liver. 
Society belles are beginning to 
make sorapbooks of their newspaper 
notices, and the custom will doubtless 
become a regular spoial fad in tiraa 
The wives of pnblio men are among the 
best patrons of the dipping bureaus. 
About the strangest, order we have is 
that of a dealer in tombstones and mon­ 
uments. He takes all the death notices."
